Mrs. McCullagh’s 
house in  Abbeygate 
Street is right next to the 
Paisley area.

“When he spots a tiger 
snake he starts barking 
and I get my husband, 
Ron, or a neighbor to kill 
it,” she said. 

The principal of Pais- 
Jey High School, Mr. L. 
Stanes, said that he had 
heard of about a dozen 
sightings of tiger snakes 
in the past few months, 
mainly from students in 
the school’s playing area, 

‘*One snake. was 
spotted in the front of 
the school so we had to 
stop everyone from going 
home till we got. rid of. 
it,” he said. 

Earlier this week, stu- 
dents at the school were 
given a lecture on snake 
safety and the school has 
also acquired a number 
of snake kits. = 

Mrs. McCullagh said 
that she had heard of 13 
tiger snakes being seen in 
the nearby streets. 

“There are five houses 
in Abbeygate Street, and 
tiger snakes have been 
found in four of them so 
far. One of my neighbors 
found one in her backyard, 
and she has three young 
children,” she said. 

“This has turned me 
into a nervous wreck, — 

“We have lived here for 
nearly 20 years-but it has 
never been this bad~ be- 
ore. 


“Pve even “thought about 
moving if things don’t im- 
prove,” she said. 

Mrs, MCullagh said that 
she and other residents 
had phoned the Altona 
Counci{ but had been told 
that the Paisley area is

Mrs. McCullagh — said 
she was going to send a 
letter to the Housing 
Commission.
